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CAPTAIN DAVIDSON and sixteen 
other survivors of the wrecked 
British ship King David, which 
dragged her anchor and drifted 
broadside on Bajo Reef, where two 
knuckles of rock penetrated her plates 
and held her fast while the inrolling 
seas listed her to starboard and rolled 
her so that the rocks churned the bot- 
tom out of her, arrived in Victoria on 
Sunday, having been rescued by the 
C. P. R. steamer Queen City, Captain 
Town send, after spending nearly five 
weeks on the shingle beach, sheltering 
in an abandoned Indian fishing camp, 
with big driftwood fires burning 
nightly, vainly seeking to attract at- 
tention. 

Ignorant that within three leagues 
was the settlement of Nootka, with Its 
store and adequate succor, betrayed 
by out-of-date charts and Inadequate 
sailing directions — a seemingly com- 
mon failing in merchant ships trading 
to this coast — the chief officer and six 
seamen who volunteered to make the 
dangerous journey for assistance to 
Cape Beale, 100 miles away, left to 
meet their death In a howling gale, 
and had not Captain Townsend sighted 
the ship with her shattered topsails 
topsails (lying like ragged pennants 
in the wind, sufficient distress signals 
for any seaman, when he steered 
toward Nootka on January 14, another 
boat's crew would also have been en- 
dangered, perhaps lost. 'When the 
rescuing steamer arrived, another 
boat's crew was preparing to make the 
perilous journey by open boat to Cape 
Beale. And, had these seamen but 
known, there was succor at Nootka, 
eight miles distant, a lighthouse, tele- 
graph station and settlement tit Clayo- 
qUOt, and many settlements interven- 
ing between them and far away Cape 
Beale. 

Made Land About December 7 

The King Edward left Salinas Cruz 
in ballast on October 1 and had usual 
weather to the latitude of Cape Flat- 
tery, where thick weather was encoun- 
tered. Captain Davidson made the. 
land about December 7, sighting what 
he took to he Cape Beale light, but 
what he now believes was the newly 
erected lighthouse at Leonard Island, 
at the mouth of Clayoquot Sound, of 
which lie knew nothing. The vessel 
drifted northward — there is a strong 
northerly set off tlie Vancouver Island 
coast in winter — and on December 10 
the lookout man sang out at 9 p. m.. 
"Breakers on tlie Ice bow." The 
threatened "danger was cleared, and 
shortly afterward the lookout mam 
shouted of other dangers. More 
breakers were heard ami Keen. Sound- 
ings were made, showing eight fath- 
oms, and tlie anchor was cleared away. 
The chip, brought up in eight fathoms. 
There she lay at anchor for three days. 

On December 13 a northeasterly 
wind blew from moderate to fresh, the 
weather cleared up and the land was 
seen. It was also noticed in what a 
dangerous position the vessel lay in 
the event of heavy wind from another 
direction. The land was not made 
out distinctly, hut hazily in the mist 
along shore. Captain Davidson then 
got his crew busy, starting to lift the 
anchor and intending to work the ship 
out of tin; dangerous position under 
her topsails. The anchor dragged on 
the rocks, the ship meanwhile drifting 
nearer to Bajo Reef. Suddenly she 
struck heavily by the starboard quar- 
ter and was soon fast. Two big 
knuckles of rock— one well forward, 
another on the starboard quarter — 
penetrated the plates .and held her fast. 
As the seas struck her — she was stand- 
ing with her head almost straight to 
sea — she keeled over to starboard and 
remained with a list, though she rolled 
with the movement of the sea. 

Vnin efforts were made to slip the 
cable, hut It was soon evident nothing 
could be done. A heavy swell was 
rolling in and beating over the deck, 
the spray and spume going well up 
over the' topmasts. Tlie vessel then 
began to make water. The ballast 
began to ooze and the crew lowered 
away the boats on tile lee side. That 
evening all hands left the vessel ex- 
cept, the captain and chief officer.' One 
boat took the seamen ashore. First 
the apprentices and old men were 
sent, Captain Davidson telling them to 
make for the shingly beach a mile 



and a half away, where through the 
glasses some ramshackle huts— after- 
ward found to be Indian fishing 
Camps — had been seen. The boat made 
two or three trips. On her (IrsL trip 
site landed, among others, tlie old sail- 
maker, Donald McLeod, (it years of 
age, -who looked older. lie landed on 
a slippery boulder, and as the boat 
pushed off to make another trip to the 
ship — then unseen in the night — lie 
slipped and fell in the water. The 
shock of falling into the water seems 
to have unbalanced his mind. Al- 
though in shallow water, he shouted 
loudly for help, and afterward became 
insane. 

Plenty of Provisions 

Steward MacFarlane saw to it that 
the stores were landed, the boat mak- 
ing several trips in bring ashore bags 
of idiot bread, casks of salt meat and 
other provisions. The stores were 
taken into one of the cedar lodges of 
the Indians, and the shipwrecked men 
did not want for food, although they 
spent 33 days on the beach. When 
rescued they had ample for another 
month. They at once gathered drift- 
wood, which was unusually plentiful on 
that section of the beach, and built a 
big lire on the shingles, as well as 
•smaller fires in the centre of the huts, 
making themselves as comfortable as 
possible under the circumstances. They 
had their blankets and other effects, 
their chests and bags having been 
taken ashore from the wreck, and they 
suffered no great privations, despite 
their long stay on Ule beach. 

Captain Davidson and Chief Officer 
Wollstein remained on the wreck. 
Three days they stayed on board, 
while the wind split tlie topsails and 
the sea rolled tlie vessel until the rocks 
in which she lay crumbled holes into 
the steel plates of her hull. At half 
tide the sea was comparatively smooth, 
but with the Hood tide she rolled so 
that the captain thought she would 
roll the spars out of her. With the 
freshening of the wind the sea rose 
and waves heat with force against the 
port side, throwing broken waves over 
the tilted deck. The niizzen stay 
went, and on December 1G— three days 
after she went ashore, they left her 
and joined the crew on shore. 

Next day, although the crew on the 
beach did not know it, the steamer 
Queen City was running through the 
passage at the other side of Nootka 
Island and left Nootka seaward at 3:35 
a. in. on. December 17, when it was 
too dark to see the wreck. Just be- 
fore the King David went on tlie reef, 
by a strange coincidence, the steamer 
Queen City was entering Nootka. At 
3:28 p. ril. on December 13 the steamer 
was going into Nootka, and but eight 
miles away the King David lay near 
Bajo Reef, on which she stranded nearly 
six hours later — to be exact, 9 p. mi 
But the weather was thick. It was 
raining heavily and nothing could he 
seen from the steamer, which, after 
calling at Nootka, went up, as usual, 
at the other side of the island. Again 
ten days later the Queen City went 
past the place. She ran into Friendly 
Cove, from where, had the weather 
been clear, she would have seen the 
wrecked vessel on December 23 at 5:55 
p. m., when it was dark and the 
weather was heavy and thick, with a 
gale blowing bard from the southeast. 
On her clown trip she again left

TTAWA, Jan. 22.— The stay of 
Prince Arthur of Cannaught in 
Canada, instead of being limited 
to ten or twelve days, will cover 
five or six weeks. A message was re- 
ceived at Government House todny 
from Mis Royal Highness, accepting an 
Invitation to attend the Toronto horse 
show In April. As a consequence the 
suggestion has been made to the com- 
mission in charge of arrangements to 
hold (he show duritfg the hist week In 
April instead of the first week in May. 
The Prince and his suite are due to 
arrive at Victoria on March 2S from 
Japan, and seeing that he has much 
more time at his disposal for sight- 
seeing, a detailed programme will be 
prepared. Col. Hanbury Williams, 
military secretary, is communicating 
with the governments of the different 
provinces, fhrough the several lieuten- 
ant-governors, asking their wishes in 
the matter of the royal visit, and when 
their suggestions have been received, 
Col. Hanbury Williams and l\lr.

Canada's Foreign Trade 

Tlie imports for December show an 
increase of $1,097,012 and the exports 
of $2,170,G7S. 

The annual report of the Indian de- 
partment shows the Indian population 
of Canada for 1905 was 107,637, com- 
pared with 107,978 for 190-1. Although 
this represents a decrease, there was 
really an Increase In the population, as 
In the province of Ontario 440 were 
deducted, having been returned pre- 
viously under two headings. Quebec, 
New Brunswick and Manitoba give in- 
creases in the Indian population, while 
Ontario, Nova Scotia, Prince Edward 
Island, British Columbia and the 
Northwest show decreases. The ag- 
gregate earnings of the Indians from 
sources exclusive of money annuities 
and rentals was $1,521,773, which is 
$248,973 more than the previous year. 
About 45,000 acres are under cultiva- 
tion and $1,264,705 was realized from 
grain and roots harvested. 

Lieut. -Col. J. McPherson Dead 

Lieut. -Col. John Maepherson, treas- 
urer of the Dominion Rifle Association, 
died here yesterday. He was 76 years 
of age and was connected with the 
militia department for many years. 
Hope Mountain Pass 

It requires a vigorous protest on tlie 
part of the people of British Columbia 
to prevent tlie handing over of the only 
available pass through ' tlie Hope 
mountains to an American company.

Olticial deputations 
and large crowds early made their way 
to the dockyard to watch the procession. 

Upon the appearance of tlie COllitl, 
heads of all upon the dock were bared 
as upon die shoulders of six sailors from 
the Canadian government cruiser Can- 
ada, it was borne down the steep land- 
ing to the dock. The route wa.s lined 
by men from the Royal Canadian regi- 
ment.

A VISITOR FROM 

THE BOUNDARY 



Pioneer of the Southern Interior 
Is Now Visiting the 
City. 



Robert Wood, a pioneer of the .couth- 
cm interior and the founder of Grcen- 
iwood, is a guest at the King Edward 
hotel. Hardly a session of the. provin- 
cial legislature lias been held in recent 
years that Mr. Wood has come down 
to Victoria to watch the actions oC the 
law makers. Besides being heavily in- 
terested in Greenwood realty, in mineral 
properties in the Boundless Boundary, in 
railway charters and in arable lands, 
he i« the manager of the Vancouver and 
Boundary Creek Development, & Miniing 
'Co., owning the Sally mine on Wallace 
mountain in the West Pork district. 

It. was in 1895 that Mr. Wood, who 
previously had for years been interested 
in a large mercantile establishment at 
Armstrong in the Okanngan, readied 
the site of the present City of (ircen- 
wood and staked nut a townsite two 
miles in length by half a mile in width 
in the valley "C Boundary ('reel;. For 
over a decade lie has helped build up that 
thriving metropolis and in the advance- 
ment of several local enterprises, par- 
ticularly mining. 

"Greenwood is today in the eve of 
greater developments than ever before in 
its history." said .Mr. Wood last night. 
"The proposed extension at the smelter 
of (he British Columbia Copper Com- 
pany, involving I he expenditure of over 
$200,000, will double the payroll at the 
reduction works a.s also at the com- 
pany's Mother Lode mine, in Deadwood 
camp. 

'•The development of the high-grade 
mines adjoining the townsite has placed 
in Hie ranks of the shippers several prop- 
erties that for years have laid idle until 
enterprising Greenwood citizens opened 
them up and the original owners in sev- 
eral cases cleared up handsome sums. 
Though the veins are narrow they are 
extremely rich in their silver-gold con- 
sents, and the future promises to find 



several of the claims in the dividend 
lint. 

"The advent of railways westward 
from Midway, and the possibility I dent 
of the Great Northern railway ex- 
tending a line from Midway into Green- 
wood and the nearby camps, the con- 
struction of a road up the West Fork 
of the Kettle River, through to Vernon 
and the li in 1 1 completion of the Great 
Northern, through the Siruilkanieeu val- 
ley to the coast and the connecting, up 
of the Canadian Pacilic railway's 
branches from Nicola and from Midway 
will provide in the very near future ade- 
quate transportation facilities thai wi" 
prove a boon and be a tremendous as- 
sistance in the development of many rich 
camps we have all along the southern 
end of the province westward from the 
Arrow Lakes to the Hops tange of 
mountains.*' 

Speaking of the development of the 
West Fork country, through which the 
proposed Midway & Vernon railway is 
to be constructed, Mr. Wood said that 
there were several very promising camps 
and already a few shipping mines, lie 
instanced the Sally, a high-grade silver 
proposition, which has already sent out 
to the Trail smelter some 13 carloads 
of ore that never averaged less than $100 
a ton nett. and sometimes the returns 
went as high as $150. This property 
wan on Wallace mountain, Another 
ricli producer is the Uainhler. It is own- 
ed principally in Greenwood, in which 
also F. J. Finucane, one-time manager 
of the Greenwood branch of the Bank 
of Montreal and now the financial ad- 
viser of 'Spokane's millionaire. Charles 
Sweeny, is also a shareholder. This 
property is under active development 
and is shipping. Five miles above these 
two mines is the Carini. The property 
has for quite n period been shut down, 
but now the owners are installing addi- 
tional stamps so as to bring the original 
experimental mill up to a iO-stamp ea- 
•pneity. It is to be opened up at once. 
In the Boomerang camp, which lies 
about ten miles north of the junction of 
the West Fork with the main Kettle 
•river, are also several promising pros- 
pects only awaitinir the advent of a rail- 
way to he further developed to the ship- 
ping stage. Altogether, the West Fork 
country, in Mr. Wood's opinion, contains 
many 'excellent properties only awaiting 
capital and transportuipu to put them 
on a shipping and dividend paying basis. 

Mr. Wood will be in the city for some 
time, making the King Edward his 
headquarters.

THE SITUATION IN RUSSIA. 

Warsaw, Russia, .Ian. 22.— The anni- 
versary of Red Sunday in Si. Peters- 
burg is being observed here today by a 
strike' of the employees of the factor- 
ies, which have been marked by blood- 
shed. A detachment of infantry fired oil 
a number of socialists who were com- 
pelling shopkeepers of the Withowski 
market to close their establishments. Two 
men were fatally wounded and others 
were slightly injured. Infantry patrols 
are compelling the shopkeepers to keep 
their stores open. 

St. Petersburg, .Ian. -22. — The frequent 
patrols in all the streets today are 
marching at wide intervals in "boinh 
formation." This is almost the only in- 
dication that today is the anniversary 
of Bed Sunday. The stores are all 
open and the ordinary life of the city is 
proceeding as usual. Up to 1 o'clock 
no trouble of any kind had been re- 
ported. Hands of workmen were en- 
countered occasionally proceeding from 
one factory region to another. 



The council chamber was well fliled 
last evening when Mayor Morley took 
the chair promptly at 8 p.m. Those pre- 
sent who expected to hear a new policy 
promulgated were not disappointed, as 
his worship (dearly outlined his plans in 
suggestions to his various committees, 
in which he advocated the introduction 
of a civic telephone service, to compete 
against the system already in use; the 
purchase of water to supply the resi- 
of Victoria West, in order that 
may he put on the same basis as 
other parts of the city; the immediate 
improvement of the Elk Lake system is 
also urged. To the committee on the 
Songhees reserve ho suggested that the 
provincial government grant to the city 
the greater portion of the reserve. His 
suggestion to the cemetery committee is 
that in future all the gardening work at 
the cemetery he done by a city gardener. 
To the tire wardens he recommends that 
the firemen be supplied with navy blue 
uniforms. lie also suggests that an ef- 
fort be made to govern the parks of the 
city by an honorary hoary of park com- 
missioners, and that the city property in 
.lames Lay he sold to provide a recrea- 
tion ground in the North word. To the 
health and morals committee he sug- 
gests that active measures la; taken to 
prevent the adulteration of food and 
drink, and also- that the morals <>' play- 
houses be looked into. The redistriau- 
tionof the wards is also referred to a 
special committee 

The positions of the aldermen at the 
board for the year have been very little 
altered from that of last year. Alder- 
men Gpodacre, Stewart ami Fell occupy- 
thcir seats of last year, while Aldermen 
Hall, Douglas and Fullertoh are mov- 
ed up according to the vacancies that 
were made in the old board. Aldermen 
Yates, .Vincent and Davey complete in 
order the semi-circle. 

Before proceeding to business his wor- 
ship in a few remarks said, before an- 
nouncing the standing committees for the 
year, it was not necessary to refer to the 
large amount of work to bo done, the 
success or failure of which will largely 
depend on the committees; and he hoped 
that the committees would report as 
fully and as early as possible. He in 
tended to make one important change 
which would he to do away with the 
meetings downstairs, and to hold another 
meeting on Thursday evenings in the 
council chamber. He hoped that, the 
meetings would always be harmonious 
and he would do bis best to make them 
so. He ilid not make the suggestions 
Offerqd with the intention of dictating 
but believed thai they were somet of the 
questions to be considered. 

Too Many Committees 
Aid. Yates was of the opinion that the 
aldermen hud been put on too many 
commit tees to do good work, and lie 
thought, the members of the board should 
have been consulted as to the amount of 
time at their disposal before being ap- 
pointed lo the committees. 

Aid. Goodacre moved that the com- 
mittees he not finally decided until 
Thursday evening. 

Aid. Stewart was of the opinion that 
two meetings a week and all the com- 
mittee meetings were too much to expect 
from an alderman, lie could not attend 
two meeting of the council a week and 
attend to the other committees as well. 

Mayor Morley said that it was his in- 
tention to hold all the meeting of the 
council up stairs, and his object in ap- 
pointing the streets, sewers and bridges 
committee was to relievo the council of 
detail business. 

Communications 
The first business before the meeting 
was a communication from Hon. It. Me- 
bride, who informed the council that in 
considering the Songhees reserve nothing 
would be done without considering the 
interests of (he city. Received and 
filed. 

R. II. Swinorton, secretary of the I!. 
C. Agricultural association, asked for 
the mimes of the city's representatives 
on tin' executive of the board. Received 
and referred to the meeting on Thursday 
evening. 

C. .1. Prior, on behalf of .Mrs. Marr. 
of the Boomerang hotel, requested a re- 
bate of one half to lie granted from their 
annual licence of last year, owing to the 
fact that Hie premises had been closed 
up for considerable time during the time 
the new -building was under construction.

I desire instructions of the council as to 
approving or opposing the new sections 
dealing with tax salesTand I beg to point 
out the following points of divergence with 
the existing practice: 

(a) Under tiie present procedure taxes 
must lie two years In default before sah'! 
under the new procedure only six months. 

(h) fader the present procedure (i per 
esnt .Interest Is added on arrears! under 
the new procedure 12 per cent.. This ap- 
pens. too great a penalty. 

(ii With regard to notice of Intention 
to sell, under the present procedure all 
persons Interested as assessed owners, 
registered owners, niortgnsees or judgment 
creditors, have one month's notice before 
the sale, or substituted service is made as 
nrdo.ed by a judge, who can also dispense 
with service. Under the new procedure 
the only person who gets notice Is the as- 
sessed owner, and this at his last known 
place of address, leaving the responsibility 
upon the assessor and collector, whilst 
there Is no provision obliging an owner to 
notify a change of address. 

Id) Under the present system only so 
much of the land Is sold as Is sufficient 
to realize the taxes In arrenr; under the 
new procedure the land Is sold for an up- 
set price, and If there Is spirited bidding, 
the price realised with 1*2 per cent, added 
Interest to the purchaser will cause a 
heavy burden to he put upon the tax own- 
er desiring to redeem, and oblige the city 
to keep a ledger account. 

(e) At present advertisement of a tax 
sale lias to he made for thirty consecutive 
days previously; under the new procedure 
an insertion for four weeks and once In 
tin' Gazette Is deemed sufficient. 

(f) Under the present procedure the sale 
has to he continued. Notice of the proceed- 
ings In the court to nhtnln a confirmation 
order have to lie given to all persons in- 
terested, and the tax paye rhns twelve 
months further to redeem. The new pro- 
posal Is to (lo away with any confirmatory 
•order of the court and for the collector to 
give three months' notice of his Intention 
to execute the tax sale deed. Nut Ice of 
sale having actually been made must In 
addition lie given by the collector to the 
assessed owner. I cannot, think that there 
Is any real occasion to make the proceed- 
ings for enforcing payment of arrears of 
taxation so stringent, hut shall be glad of 
the instructions of the council upon the 
proposed amendment. I may add that the 
draughtsman of the consolidation, although 
he has, Introduced this new machinery for 
tax sale, has left the enabling sub-sections 
of section r>o In the same form in which 
they have heretofore stood. 

Aid. Fullerton called attention to the 
fact that the appointment of Mr. Dubois 
Mason only went as far a.s January 1st. 

Aid. Yates moved that he be continued 
in office till Thursday evening, after 
which the meeting adjourned.

Also to consider the advisability of cem- 
etery gardening being done by the city 
under the direction of the suggested park 
commissioners. 

Regarding the home, I trust that no time 
will be lost in Its completion so that the 
Inmates may he more comfortably housed 
In pleasant surroundings, as soon as may 
lie. 

Light and Telephone 

I believe (lie light committee has In the 
past year completed arrangements for new 
and modern street lighting, and as noth- 
ing definite can be decided regarding the 
city's providing light, for domestic ami 
other service until an economic source of 
jiower Is assured, 1 will request you to 
turn your Immediate attention to ways 
and means whereby a telephone service, at 
ailltllmunj rates may be provided, and to 
this end I beg you to lose no time in re- 
porting upon the cost of installing a mod- 
ern telephone system. 

It is advisable, in this connection, to 
look Into Hie ownership of space under 
the city's sidewalks relative to using such 
space for wires, pipes, etc. 

Finance 

I believe that between the years 1000 
and 1003 an additional debt of $468,S0O 
was domed to cover the Point Killce ac- 
cident, .lames Bay reclamation', High 
school, Point 'Elllco bridge, Government 
street paring, the amount required for in- 
terest, and sinking fund being some $24,000 
per aniium. This called for an additional 
rale of about 2 mills, the rate was nryi'd 
5 mills. I i rust that Hie finance commit- 
tee will inn].- very carefully Into this mat- 
ter, and hone they wilt find it possible, 
without detriment, to advise a reduction 
In the rate of at least 2 mills, although 1 
consider it better policy to, if necessary, 
to keep to the present rate of 24 mills 
lather than exercise false economy.

before It can come before the council In 
an intelligent shape, I will arrange for 
Mr. Taylor to meet with the Committee 
and myself to give us 11 clear understand- 
ing of our present position. It then rests 
with the committee to lose no time In re- 
porting to the council on the necessary 
steps to ahe taking, over by the city of the 
Goldstreani water, and of expropriating 
that part of the system, such as plant, 
machinery and dams, that have been added 
thereto, ami preparing a by-law for cou- 
, stderatlon of the council; also to obtain 
I the approximate value of the said plant 
j and machinery, etc., and to approximate 
1 revenue at present derived therefrom. 

It is not. safe to allow another year to 
■ pass under our prpscnt Inadequate water 
I supply, and as under no circumstances 
j would It be wise to abandon the gravity 
part of the Elk lake supply, I would sug- 
gest, that as the expense entailed is not 
large, the committee should K jy e favorable. 
I consideration to the advisability of at once 
j doing the small amount of damming neces- 
sary to largely Increase the Elk lake sup- 
ply; also that steps be taken to prevent 
the now dangerous pollution of the lake 
and surroundings. 

All other matters connected with the 
Elk lake system must remain in abeyance 
until such time, In the near future, ns we 
can definitely determine the time that must 
elapse ere the Goldstreani system can be 
brought into use. 

The whole question of supply, size and 
strength of main, meters, etc., will have 
to he taken carefully into consideration, 
and will entail an amount of work unfore- 
seen by those not acquainted with the 
practicable side of the. question of water 
supply. 

Another matter of Importance; which . I 
will request the committee to report upon 
without delay, to the doing away with 
the long-existing injustice to one section 
of our population; I speak of Victoria 
West, where our people are, through the 
failure of the city to supply them with 
water la the usual way, paving a much 
higher rate than the rest or the city. As 
I believe the city is required to supply all 
Inhabitants with a plentiful supply of 
wholesome water without favor or dis- 
crimination, it Is our duty to make ar- 
rangements whereby the cost of -water to 
the individual shall be equally borne by 
all. In this connection I would remind you 
Unit, although the cost of supplying water 
to the higher levels of the city Is much 
greater on account of pumping than to the 
low level, they do not pay a higher rate. 
I suggest for your consideration the ah- 
vlsablllty of Hie city purchasing the supply 
and giving Hie people of Victoria West 
water at the same rates as the rest of the 
city, In the name of British fair play, un- 
,tll such time as we are able to re-arrange 
the whole system of supply. 

Streets, Bridges and Sewers 

This committee will he an Important one, 
as It takes the place to a large measure 
of the old committee of the whole. It will 
have to consider a great deal in detail, 
and will. J trust, place Hie results of lis 
finding in such clear and condensed form 
before the council, as shall enable It In 
deal readily therewith, being at. the same 
lime made fully aware of all matters In 
this connection. 

Health and Morals 

It is necessary that more stringent meas- 
ures be adopted for Insuring the safety of 
Hie public health against food and drink 
adulteration. ^ 

for the greater care In the handling of 
garbage, etc. .and prevention of dumping 
perishable noxious material In the city 
limits.

Tells Story 
Of Shipwreck 



(Continued from Page One.) 
Friendly Cove after dark, and it was 
not until the third trip that she sight- 
ed the wreck. 

Life on the Beach 
Life on the beach was not so bad 
tor the shipwrecked men as might be 
imagined. Of course, ignorant of the 
existence of any settlement, they be- 
lieved they bad been thrown on an 
uninhabited coast and that steamers 
might not come for months, but life 
was not ho hard. The Indian fishing 
camp gave them homes of a kind. An 
Indian fishing but is similar to those 
ramshackle cedar lodges with a "klmet" 
or smoke-hole in the centre of the roof 
and with the skies showing chinks in 
places that allowed the wind to whistle 
through on an inclement day. More- 
over, the hardpa.n of the beach formed 
the lloor. But, such as they were 
they furnished shelter, and the men 
sat about the fires they built In the 
centre of the floor and huddled about 
them, as did the original occupants 
with the slnudge of the' driftwood (Ire 
tilling their eyes. They made them- 
selves as comfortable as possible 
patching the huts with canvas, and 
waited. 

During the days there were amuse- 
ments of different sorts. One couple 
went off with an old harpoon, after 
discovering a deer run—they found 
many deer tracks — and lay in wait 
thinking that they might be able to 
harpoon some venison. Hut they 
didn't. Another party went off on a 
trip of discovery nnd found fifteen old 
skulls in an Indian house beneath a 
mat Two others, Hay and Gustav- 
sen, went off along the beach to seek 
assistance. They were away three 
days and when they returned said they 
had gone 25 miles and bad not founr] 
any settlement. They evidently did 
not speak the truth, for if they had 
gone L'5 miles they would have found 
Nootka; more, they would have gone 
beyond the islnnd. These two men 
who bad taken a boat axe to cut trie 
undergrowth, returned with a tale of 
an arduous trip and told of meeting an 




Indian, who told them no succor would 
come to the camp until March. 

Unfortunately these two men were 
believed when they brought back such 
a report, and no other parties went out, 
in which event doubtless the predica- 
ment of the shipwrecked men would 
have been known long before It was. 
Captain Davidson, when he heard the 
report of Hay and Gustavsen, asked 
for volunteers to man a boat to go to 
Cape Beale. He had brought his 
charts, sailing directions acid other ef- 
fects on shore, and from the charts 
he saw that there was a lighthouse at 
Cape Beale. where the shipwrecked 
mariners could find assistance and 
communicate by telegraph. So said 
the chart, but it made no mention of 
Nootka village, Clayoquot and Its tele- 
graph line and settlement, or the many 
other places Intervening between 
Nootka Island and Cape Beale. 

Eight Men Manned the Lifeboat 
Bight men stepped out as volunteers, 
and the lifeboat was made ready to go 
with Chief Officer Wollstein In charge, 
and six men were chosen — Seamen 
John Rogers, f>0 years of age, of Liver- 
pool; H. G. Bay, °.0, of Newport, Mon- 
mouth; Bvan Jones, 4G, of Carnarvon; 
Martin Pederaen, 27, of Norway; J. 
Poda, 21, and P. Sorrensen, 20 both of 
Den murk. George Pine and Jack 
O'e'laherty also volunteered, but six 
were thought sufficient, and they re- 
turned with the other survivors. The 
lifeboat was provisioned and Chief 
Officer Wollstein was told by Captain 
Davidson to follow the shore. 

On December 21 the boat was 
launched and the members of the crew 
took their places. The other seamen 
shook hands with their comrades and 
shoved them off, watching the boat 
until it was rowed around Hesquolt 
Point and disappeared. It was never 
heard of afterwards. On December 
23, two days after It left, the heaviest 
gale of the season blew from the 
southeast and continued for five days. 
It was in this gale that the Pass of 
Melfort was wrecked 
Point. The Queen City went into 
Nootka during this gale, and both her 
ollicers and the survivors of the King 
David are of opinion the boat was 
swamped and all hands drowned. 

During the stay on the beach the 
smoke of a passing steamer was seen 
on January 1, but too far away for the 
men to hope of attracting her atten- 
tion, though they hurriedly built up 
their fire, throwing kerosene on it. 

The unfortunate sallmaker who had 
become demented was not troublesome, 
had a good appetite nnd seemed to 
mope about despondently until one 
night, when he tried to jump into the 
fire on the beach. One of the seamen 
fortunately restrained him or he might 
have been burnt to death. After that 
he was watched, lest he work' himself 
harm, and at times was tied down In 
a hut. 

As the days passed the men began 
to worry, thinking themselves on an 
uninhabited and seldom visited shore, 
and preparations were being made to 
launch the other lifeboat, when to their 
great Joy a steamer was seen nearlng 
the point of the island. Excited, they 
ran the boats down the shingle, having 
much difficulty In launching the life- 
boat. But the smaller boat was put 
into the water nnd Captain Davidson 
and some of his crew put off to the 
steamer, which proved to be the Queen 
City. 

Queen City Sights Wreck 

When nearlng Nootka, approaching 
Friendly Cove, Captain Townsend had 
sighted the wreck, with her tattered 
sails and signal (lags showing her 
name. She did not seem to him to 
be ashore; rather, a vessel In a dan- 
gerous position and much in need of 
the assistance of a steamer. Coming 
near he saw that the vessel was ashore 
and a wreck. Then white-painted 
boats, so different to the burnt black 
canoes of the Indians, were seen on 
the beach;' then the smoke of the 
camp of the shipwrecked men. Later 
the boat was seen approaching, and 
the steamer bore down towards it 
When the predicament of the ship- 
wrecked men was made known, a sup- 
ply of fresh food was given them and 
arrangements were at once made by 
Captain Townsend to call on the way 
back from Quatsino to pick up the 
crew. With this understanding the 
boat returned to the camp and the 
Queen City continued her voyage. 

On the following day, December 10, 
when the steamer was bound to the 
westward, the glass fell and threaten- 
ing weather commenced, with the re- 
sult that Captain Townsend put about 
and decided to pick up the crew of 
the King David at once. They still 
had plenty of food and wore not In 
Immediate wnnt, but it was thought 
bettor to take all on board the Queen ! 
City and allow them to make the voy- 
age to Quatsino and back. The ship- 
wrecked mariners and their effects, 
bags, chests, everything they had saved 
from the vessel, as well as one of the 
ship's boats, was tnken on board in a 
nasty sea, with a fresh southeast wind 
blowing, and an effort was made to 
tow the lifeboat, but It was wrecked 
In consequence. The entire company 
were given their meals In the saloon of 
the steamer and ate heartily, the 
steward says. Rgoms were given as 
many as possible and all were made 
comfortable. 

Captain Davidson and his officers, In 
recounting their • experiences on the 
Queen City, spoke in terms of extreme 
gratitude to Captain Townsend and his 
officers, who they said ' had done all 
possible for them and they wished to 
return to them their most heartfelt 
thanks. 

Donald McLeod, the sallmaker, be- 
came worse on board the Queen City, 
though the others soon Improved. The 
unfortunate man died when the vessel 
lay nt the post office at Quatsino. The 



remains were taken ashore In one of 
the Queen City's boats for burial. 
Arrival in Victoria 

On arrival at Victoria Captain Dav- 
idson and the officers went to the 
Dominion Hotel, while the crew were 
taken In charge by Mr. Sims of the 
Esquimalt sailors' boarding house. Mr. 
Laird, shipping master, met the men 
and did all possible for them. 

Captain Davidson does mot think 
there is any possibility of saving the 
wreck. There Is about eight feet of 
rise and fall in the tide where she is, 
and -when he left the vessel her hull 
had been badly broken by rolling on 
the reef. Her rudder is gone. The 
sea rolled over the deck, and he thinks 
the spars will have fallen by this time. 
Tiie seas pound the vessel heavily, 
and she must break up with the suc- 
ceeding gales. There is a donkey en- 
gine and other movable things which 
might possibly be saved, as well as her 
running gear, by a salvage steamer, 
but he doubts if the work could be 
done profitably, considering the posi- 
tion In which the vessel lies.

Arvo, Ont., Jan. 22.— While the Ep- 
worth League of the Arva Methodist 
Church was in session here last night 
the acetylene gas tank exploded, seri- 
ously injuring W, R. Wc^Uake and 
Charlie, son of Rev. Mr. Nethercott. 
The lights In the church begnn to tret 
low and Westlake and Nethercott with 
a lantern went to discover the cause. 
Nethercott opened the door of the 
building In which the generator was 
kept In order to let the gas escape, but 
when Westlake arrived with a lantern 
an explosion occurred. The generator 
had been placed In an outbuilding 
some years ago, otherwise the church 
would have been wrecked.

very large expenditure involved will, we 
foar. act ns an effectual bar. We are, 
'therefore, reduced to n consideration of 
the advisability of a ferry. We know 
that ferries for railway transportation 
are •practicable, and arc frequently em- 
ployed, although it is also well known 
that railway companies discard ferries as 
soon as it is feasible to construct bridges 
or tunnels. Aw pointed out by "Homer 
Hilton," Hie question of time does not 
enter into the problem, as in (lie condi- 
tions which exist a railway would not 
cover the space between certain objective 
points quicker than a ferry. To make 
(his point clear we reproduce, from "Ho- 
mer Hilton's" letter: 

"WmldiiigtoiV Harbor is distant from 
Willow Point, the nearest lauding on 
Vancouver Island, by way of Bute Inlet 
and the Valdex archipelago, 7(1 miles. 
The navigation between these points is 
possible every day in the year, and the 
distance ebuld lie covered,! by u modern 
turbine, with enne and comfort to all 
aboard in three and a half hours. * * * 

"The distance along the railway route 
between the points referred to above, 
that is, between Waddington Harbor 
and Willow Point by way of the west 
shore of Unto Inlet, Ynldez Island and 
Seymour Narrows, is 73% miles, nod, 
considering the great caution essential 
to safety in operating a railway over a 
route where danger lurks in every mile, 
an average speed of 21 miles per hour

PLAYING FOR THE LEADERSHIP. 

Mr. Smith Curtis at the meeting at' 
Ymir referred to in a previous issue is 
reported: 

"I ask you what has the government 
done for any industry beyond what was 
'being done by its predecessors? For 
fisheries? Nothing. For the forests? 
Nothing. For the farmer? Nothing. 
For mining? Nothing. For settling our 
lauds? Nothing. What reform legisla- 
tion? None, absolutely none proposed 
ilby the government. Conservatism gives 
two orders: 'Mark time,' then 'As you 
(were.' " 

Mr. Curtis is evidently one of those 
who believe that it it* possible for the 
people of the province to lif(: themselves 
1)T their boot straps several degrees into 
the air. He floes not believe In bonusing 
railways. Then -what in the world can 
tho government do that it 'has not done? 

He says that "our greatest need is to 
provide for men temporarily out 'of u 
job," which he declares the government 
can do and make money. That seems to 
be the height and depth of his policy, if 
we except his proposition for old age 
pensions. It. is very difficult to know 
What Mr. Curtis really proposes to do,- 
unless to adopt tho New Zealand system 
in toto. Regarding that -wo have beard a 
great deal about it afar off, but we have 
never yet seen a person who enme from 
that country, -who was ennmored with 
the political conditions there. On tiic 
other hand, we know of some who, in 
sympathy -with the system and beguiled 
by the fair reports of New Zealand be- 
ing a workingmen's paradise, went there 
and came bad; to this province very 
much disappointed with their experience. 
We shall have to have something more 
enticing than the Now Zealand system 
presented to us before the' province will 
fall in line with Mr. Curtis, who is evi- 
dently setting himself up as an inde- 
pendent Liberal in opposition to Air. 
Mncdonald. He says the Liberals and 
Labor men are walking hand in hand to 
a common goal having Mr. Curtis's pol- 
icy in view. Will Mr. Macdonald en- 
dorse this statement as reflecting the 
views of his party and that of his own 
followers in the local legislature? Will 
Messrs. Puterson, Hall. Wells, and Hen- 
derson, for instance, subscribe to an all- 
round eight-hour law. old age pensions; 
the New Zealand bind system and free 
school books? 

If they do not, then i« not Mr. Smith 
(Curtis deceiving tho miners of Ymir and 
other labor men, when he says that 
■'while Conservatism stands for classes 
ami vested privileges, Liberalism stands 
for the masses and equal rights to all.' 
It (the Liberal party) and labor, if such 
be true, can walk, not as one but hand 
in hand towards the dawn of Hie better 
day." We venture to say that he cannot 
get a single leader of the Liberal party 
in Canada today who will accept that 
as representing their attitude, and mi 
the other band we do not believe there is 
a labor leader in Canada, who would be- 
lieve it if it were staled. 

BRIDGING SEYMOUR NARROWS. 

The publication of the letter by "Ho- 
mer Hilton" on Sunday throws quite a 
new light Upon I he discussion of the 
proposal to have the government survey 
■Seymour Narrows for the purpose of 
ascertaining the cost of building a bridge 
to connect the Island with the Mainland 
by railway. So much so that tho letter 
to which we referred as written for the 

•j Colonist on the question by Mr. C. II. 
Lugrin lias been withdrawn and an- 
other substituted, n fact, which relieves 
us from the - necessity of commenting up- 
on some of the statemcnt.s'made by that 
gentleman. 

"Homer Hilton" is a professional en- 
gineer of long experience, who knows the 
local situation well, and we feel quite 
certain that his estimate of the cost Is 
approximately correct. To our mind the 
estimate of cost ho has given settles the 
question of n railway bridge, at least for 

•some years to come. It is quite certain 

[that no railway company would under. 

'take to bridge tho Narrows, and while 
we would he very pleased to sen the Do- 
Imiwipu fiQVMnmeut utidcrta'^ it, the

Now that the elections are over 
for another year the municipal associa- 
tions might well bend their energies to 
this sort of work and if only one street 
is benefited the time and effort will be 
well spent. 



seen that in as far as the important 
element of time is concerned the land 
and water routes are identical." 

There are, indeed, certain advantages 
in the ferry route to the passenger, the 
monotony of whose long journey would 
be agreeably broken by a short sea voy- 
age of unexampled beauty, and one 
without danger or discomfort. It may 
bo taken for granted, therefore, that if 
we have railway connection with the 
Mainland, at the point in question, it 
will be by ferry — until such time ns the 
volume of traffic has been increased to 
justify the building of a bridge. How 
soon that will be no one can tell. Assum- 
ing that a ferry -would be justified, and 
be required, tho "uestion which next 
arises is: Should it he owned and op- 
erated by the government as a common 
carrier, or be operated as a private en- 
terprise by the railway or railways re- 
quiring It? And assuming that the bridge 
would be subsequently required as the 
result of development of traffic, should 
the government build, own and control 
the bridge as a common carrier, as the 
provincial government owns and con- 
trols the.lnidge at New Westminster? 

Tho Grand Trunk Pacific and the 
'Canadian Northern, whomever their 
ocean termini may be, will without any 
question require connection with the ex- 
isting seaports of Victoria and Vancou- 
ver, and it is almost certain that one or 
more lines of railway will deflect from 
the main lines southward. One ferry and 
one line of railway, for that matter, 
would serve to bring them both into 
Victoria from the Mainland. There may 
and probably will he other lines of rail- 
way, converging at or near the point of 
leaving for the Island, some time in the 
future. Therefore, the question is one 
worthy of the most serious consideration 
of the Dominion government. 



ISSUES IN BRITISH ELECTIONS. 

Many causes are assigned for the de- 
feat of the Conservative- 1 party in Eng- 
land. Although the fiscal question is 
one of much interest to Canadians it 
would .be a mistake to suppose that cith- 
er it or the policy of Home Pule have 
been the only ones before the electors 
of Great Britain. The .School Question 
is still of paramount interest to very 
many of the English Dissenters who 
on this occasion are voting in a body 
on tho Liberal side. The policy of 
passive resistance, although gradually 
wearing itself out has kept the mass of 
the people from forgetting what they 
consider to be an injustice done them 
and now they are taking their revenge 
in the practical and constitutional way. 
The Education Act was a step forward 
in bringing the schools all under nation- 
al control and on that account will nev- 
er bo repealed but it is safe to say that 
the present Government will so amend 
it that England will for the first time 
in her history have an uniform system 
of National schools under Government 
control. 

The presence of Lloyd George in tin 
Cabinet makes it a certainty that, if 
the Government live long enough, the 
Welsh branch of the English Church 
will be disestablished and disendowed. 
That Church represents only a small 
minority of the Welsh people, and its 
disestablishment has been a live ques- 
tion for ninny years. Many of the Dis- 
senting bodies pander to the Welsh- 
man's love for his language by teach- 
ing it in the Sunday Schools and hav- 
ing preachings in the yernacnlar. b'or 
that, reason the real Welshman goes to 
(diapel instead of to church and as be 
does not use the Church, he objects to 
supporting it.

JUDGING HOMERS. 

Kir— As there were so many complaints 
made about the awards allowed to ex- 
hibitors of homing pigeons at the poultry 
show recently held In this city, I would 
like to publish n few remarks as I have 
been a fancier Of. these birds for upwards 
of twenty-one years, nnd I am writing 
these lines on behalf of some of the ex- 
hibitors. It seems as though the gentle- 
man appointed to Judge the pigeons passed 
Judgment on the homers entirely oh color, 
li ml awarded prizes to blue barred birds 
only, discarding the blue chequers entire- 
ly, although they were, In the opinion of 
all the experts who saw them, by far the 
best birds In the homer class, and in most 
shows the blue chequer seems to eclipse 
all other pigeons; and in lung distance 
Illghts the greatest records have been 
made by them everywhere. But to pass 
over tills rpiestloa, I would remark that 
the Belgians, the greatest authorities on 
the homing pigeon, regard "color" as a 
matter ►'if secondary Importance, and 
mate these birds according to their Hying 
r 'duties, regardless of color, provided both 
birds have distinguished themselves. In 
nearly all pigeon shows held now, the su- 
premacy of these Interesting birds Is decid- 
ed by a trial of speed. The pigeons are 
placed on exhibition at the show room, 
and on the day appointed for the race 
they are marked with rubber rings on the 
leg as a means of Identification, by any 
person chosen; they are then despatched 
on the train or steamer to the spot from 
whence the race is to take place. Of 
course* it is a handicap race, as some of 
the contestants may have their homes 
situated further from the place of exhibi- 
tion than others, and thus time allowance 
is made. The birds on arrival at their dif- 
ferent homes arc brought back to their 
coop at the exhibition rooms, and the Qrst 
bird returned to his coop wins the race. 
So that it Is impossible to make any mis- 
take, and the best bird wins. This race 
decides the question, and is the only way 
to prove the question, and I believe In 
Vancouver and other coast towns these 
races arc held frequently, bat Vancouver 
has a strong club, and that renders the 
thing easy. The club In this city fell

•Even under the most favorable conditions, 
Tiowcver, scour will In time result, and 
constant attention is required to see that 
extensive denudation at tile base doe9 
not. take place. 

See walls at their beHt nre, however, 
only a passive agency, and means have 
been sought to counteract more actively 
the ceaseless action of the tides. Up to 
the present the greatest success lias been 
attained by the use of groynes. A groyne 
Is merely an obstruction designed, to ar- 
rest Ju the. best known nitiune,r the solid 



matter washed up, r carried In suspen- 
sion, by the waves, so that the coast mny 
become gradually hullt up Instead of de- 
muled. The general system now adopted 
Is the low, or case, system of groyning, 
so culled from Its Hist advocate, the late 
Hdward Case. 'Tin. fundamental principle 
of this system It* that of constructing tile 
groynes at a slight elevation only above 
tae bench, this being claimed to prevent 
scour In the lee slue and to gradually 
raise their height as the beach accumu- 
lated, so building up a new and much 
raised beach level. 

Such croynea were first tried at Dyori- 
cliuich— the sea wall that has the unty 
or protecting Hoinney Marsh— and 111 the 
lit) years prior to 1801 low water mark had 
advanced :fM feet landward, and '.he wall 
was In a very pocarlous condition, la that 
year Air. Case constructed his groynes, 
and by J8!l» he had succeeded 111 raising 
the shore level on a frontage of miles 
by an average height of 4 feet (I luehcs, 
and the low water mark being brlven sea- 
ward about 4(K> feet. The success achieved 
has led to the adoption of tho same plans 
at Vougluil (wuerc the low water mark 
has been driven hack from 'JO0 feet to 500 
feet), at Blackpool, Bray, Sheriiighiim, 
Beeston, Ostein], Deal and elsewhere. One 
of the chief recommendations of this sys- 
tem Is Its low cost. Since the average 
height of the groynes above beach level Is 
not more than feet, they can he made 
of light construction, In so much that a 
length of about 000 feet has been con- 
structed in a single tide. Ami as our long 
run-out of tide here In summer Is almost 
continuously In the daylight, it would fa- 
cilitate the work and cheapen Its cost. 

In order to get the utmost benefit from 
groyning, It seems advisable that the 
groynes should be carried out as far as 
possible below low water level, so as to 
intercept to the greatest extent the off- 
shore currents, it is remarkable bow much 
solid matter the sea will carry In a state 
of suspension, and how much It will de- 
posit; and It must he understood that 
shingle and quite large pebbles art' just 
as easily arrested as Is tine sand. And one 
of the greatest advantages due to the use 
of groynes is their action 111 causing an 
accumulation at the base of sea walls from 
which they run. 

Formerly all groynes were placed at 
right angles to the beach, and the Case 
system has attained all Its success by tills 
method; but at -Lowestoft, where the low 
water mark has beeu back 150 feet, the 
groynes have been put at an acute angle 
to the beach — and In places spur groynes 
have heen thrown out from the main ones. 
It can, however, he accepted that low 
groyning of whatever form has so far 
proved the best agent, and la most cases 
thoroughly reliable, for Inducing accretion 
of shingle, and thus driving back the low- 
water murk, and thereby stopping or re- 
tarding sen erroslou. 

1 may owe you an apology for going so 
fully Into this matter; but it Is important 
to the amenities of the city which Is our 
home. I have watched for years the beat- 
ing of the waves on the Dallas road fore- 
shore, and 1 have studied all nnd every 
bit of Information on the subject I could 
find, nnd the opportunities are given to 
few, even amongst engineers, to know the 
methods that have boon pursued with suc- 
cess to curb the raging main.

RAIL TO THE MAINLAND. 

Sir— The publication of the letter from 
"Homer Hilton" in your issue of yester- 
day leads me to ask you to refrain from 
printing the commulilcntlou which I sent 
you on Saturday night, nnd substitute 
this. In common with many of your read- 
ers, I wish that your correspondent had 
written over his own signature, although 
I accept your ass urn nee that he Is well 
qualified to speak upon the subject dealt 
with. 1 shall, therefore, approach the dis- 
cussion of It upon the supposition that a 
railway can be built from Waddington 
Harbor, at the head of Ilute Inlet, to the 
hend of Mcnzles Bay, for approximately 
$10,000,000. This Is less than I antici- 
pated, and places the project well within 
the range of feasibility; I may mention 
that -Mr. II. I\ Hell's estimate of the cost 
of a railway from Waddington Harbor to 
Frederick Arm Is $1,000,000, and the dis- 
tance Is about the Same to Arrnn Itnplds, 
to which point your correspondent esti- 
mates that a railway would cost $2,080,- 
000. A railway to Frederick Arm would 
give access to a ferry route, namely, J 
Nodales Channel, which Is described by- 
Sir Snudford Fleming as "a completely | 
sheltered and easily navigated sheet of 
water, free from strong currents, shoals 
or other difficulties, nnd could be used by 
a railway ferry lit all seasons of the 
year. Of Bute Inlet as it ferry route Sir 
Saudford says: ••The chief difficulty Is 
said to be a strong current for about two 
hours a day at one point. With this ex- 
eoptlon. If the railway, for the present, 
terminated at Waddington Harbor, the 
water to JSIk Hay (on Vancouver Island) 
could be us easily navigated us an or- 
dinary canal." There can be no question, 
therefore, as to the feasibility of railway 
connection with the .Mainland by means of 
n ferry that would make its trips with 
the same regularity and with at least 
equal safety as a railway train. The cost 
of transportation by railway ferry Is less 
than for the same distance than by a 
railway track. I say this on the author- 
ity of the general manager of the Pierre 
Marquette railway, which operates a 00- 
inlle ferry across Lake Michigan. Never- 
theless the requirements of the situation 
will not be wholly met by a railway fer- 
ry. If Oriental traffic develops, as we nil 
expect, a means of communication ought 
to be available, which could he used ut 
any hour of the day or night, and this 
would not bo passible ny ferry unless a 
great many ferry boats were kept constant- 
ly in commission. For some purposes n 
ferry would serve admirably; hut If the 
ocean shore of Vancouver Island, in which 
term I Include Victoria, Is to become the 
great Western commercial frontier of Can- 
nda, we must have n continuous lino of 
railway. This we now know will cost, 
something like $7,V\K>,000 more than ft Hue 
of railway with ferry connection. If this 
estimate is verified by an Official survey, 
ft case can be made out for tin? bridges, 
to which no answer can be gl- en. 

The matter Is one for the Dominion gov- 
ernment to deal with. If I understand the 
chief question Involved In It, and I have 
studied It for fourteen years, it is a mat- 
ter of national Importance. It affects, 
nut simply Victoria anil Vancouver Island, 
but the wliole of Canada, and even the 
whole Empire, Vour space will not per- 
mit, an elaboration of the case; hut I ask 
any one to look at the map and en- 
deavor to grasp the great strategic im- 
portance, from a commercial and naval 
point of view, of these Island ocean ports. 
Victoria, Albernl and Quatslno show to 
conspicuous advantage In comparison with 
any harbors on the 1'acltlc seaboard of 
North America. If the Island were a pen- 
insula, there would be a race between the 
transcontinental railways to secure direct 
connection with one or the other of these 
ports, The Idea of concentrating a vast 
commerce at harbors reached by way of 
more or less Intricate channels, liable to 
be rendered dangerous by fog or other 



thick weather, would not be entertained. 
If $7,000,000 will iniike this Island a penin- 
sula, the 1'acltlc frontier of Canada will 
assume a new Importance. Tho sum Is 
not large relatively speaking. . It Is only 
$2,000,000- more than tbe Dominion gave 
tor a hrldge across the St. Lawreuce, for 
winch not half as good a case can ho 
made out ns for rail connection between 
• uncouver Island and the Mainland. It Is 
a trine compared with the sums expended 
and contemplated In connection with the 
canals of Ontario. 

Concluding this letter, I am glad to be 
"hie to sny that the above project has at- 
tracted considerable attention In the East. 
The'New York World of tho 14th Inst, had 
mi Ottuwn despatch dealing with It, and 
articles on the subject, one of which you 
print eil a few weeks ago. hove been wide- 
ly copied in Eastern papers.

Rapid progress is being made in the 
erection of Victoria's palatial tourist 
hotel "The Empress." To date a little 
more than twenty-live per cent, of the 
Construction, is completed and over 
seventy-five per cent of tin.' iron work 
is already in place! It is the hope of 
the contractors, Gribble & Skene Co., 
that notwithstanding the numerous de- 
lays experienced shortly after the sign- 
ing of the contract, that the work will 
be finally completed within a very brief 
period of the time called fur in the con- 
tract, viz., February 1007. 

Xiio 'bricklayers and stonemasons have 
commenced working upward from the 
third story and progress will from now 
on be much faster. 

"We have suffered from a luck of 
sandstone cutlers," said J. Bee Skene, 
of the contracting firm, "At; present 
we are only working some MO men ami 
would like to get more. Altogether the 
works here employ on an average of 7i> 
skilled mechanics and laborers. Our 
weekly disbursement*! in wages runs 
from $1,500 to .$2,000. This is exclu- 
sive of the men we have at the stone 
quarry, where in a short lime we shall 
bo employing 30 men getting out mat- 
erial." 

An Imposing Structure 

The big pile of brick and granite 
going up on the James Bay embankment 
will, when finally 'completed, represent 
the most bcautifuly artistic anil modem 
hotel building on the Pacific coast north 
of San Francisco. The architectural 
design is known as Tudor-Gothic and 
the structure will consist of eight stories 
including attic and basement of an ab- 
solutely fireproof building. 

Outside of. the Hotel Portland there 
is nothing in the Pacific northwest to 
compare witli the Canadian Pacific 
Railway's new hotel in size and cost. 
In comparison, for instance, with the 
Alaska building at Seattle, which repre- 
sents the best there is to lie found in 

modern office buildings north of 'Frisco, 
that building though lowering several 
feet, higher, to 1-1 stories, only covers an 
area of 108-120 feet, while "The Em- 
press'-' covers in its main dimensions 
114x104 fee, exclusive of the kitchen 
annex of 110x50 feet. The Alaska 
building did not cost but a little more 
than $400,000. The new hotel will en- 
tail an investment of fully $500,000, 
for the superstructure alone to which 
must be added $125,000, for gravel fill- 
ing, piling and concrete foundation work. 
A Few Bills of Quantities 

To give some utieqnute idea of the 
materials, natural to Vancouver inland, 
which will be utilized in its construction 
it might be said that with the exception 
of the structural iron and face pressed 
brick every other irrKolo that is neces- 
sary for the building is procured within 
a very short radius of Victoria. The 
sandstone is secured from quarries on 
Haddington island, and is the same 
material used in the parliament build- 
ings. These quarries are under opera- 
tion and lease to the contractors. The 
granite comes from Nelson island and 
is regarded by experts as the best ob- 
tainable in the province. The common 
brick, of which there are several thou- 
sand to he put in place are from nearby 
yards. Wliat little lumber is needed for 
finishing will be obtained here. The 
B. C. Pottery Co. is manufacturing the 
hollow tile fire proofing for interior par- 
titions and all the Hue linings for the 
chimneys. The cement conies from the 
Vancouver-Portland Cement mills at 
Tods Inlet, and the plumbing, heating 
and roofing contract amounts to over 
$90,000, has been let to R. J. Knott. 
Altogether Mr. Skene estimates tiiat 
$100,000, in round figures, will be dis- 
bursed locally for necessary building 
materials and fixtures. 

The Contracting Firm 

It will be remembered that when the 
contract was originally let: it was secur- 
ed by the firm of Gribble, Skene & Bar- 
rett Co., of Seattle. A few weeks since 
the firm of Gribble & Skene Co. pur- 
chased Mr. Barrett's interest in the 
partnership and are now carrying on 
the work themselves. This linn has to 
its credit the building of many line 
structures in the Puget Sound country. 
It: Seattle they have to their credit the 
erection of the seven-story ollice fire- 
proof 'building of the Mutual Life In- 
surance Co. on the corner of Yesler ainl 
First avenue and several other business 
blocks. They have just completed a 
seven-story fire-proof brewery at Olyni- 
piu ami also built two big warehouses 
for the Standard Oil Co. Though only 
five years in existence Gribble & Skene 
Co. have already ninny handsome monu- 
ments in the building line erected under 
their supervision.

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THE HEAVENS IN JANUARY 

By Professor Doollttle 

Astronomer of the University of Pennsylvania 



i The whole sky is now filed with the 
tmnguiGceut winter constellation^. Oir- 
ion or the Hunter, the most striking 
group of nil, is exactly south, and will 
lie easily recognized by the three very 
bright stars which form . the Winters' 
ho\L Above Orion is tlie beautiful 
group Tnnriisj or the Bull, and still fur- 
ther up iu tlie sky, almost exactly over- 
head; there shines but tlie colored Cap- 
olln, n wonderfuly brilliant distant sun 
which emits 250 limes, as much light 
■as our own sun does. 

To the east of Taurus is the befiaiiti- 
ful mid-winter group. Gemini or the 
twins; still further east tlie bright group 



times brighter; it is approaching us at 
the rate of nearly ten miles a second. 

A little above Sirius and to the east 
another, very brilliant bluish star will at 
once be noticed. This is the Lesser 
Dog star, Procyon, which is also a great 
fenn even larger than Sirltis, though not 
actually so bright. It is but slightly 
farther away from us than the Greater 
Dog star and is. like that body, rapidly 
approaching us, its velocity being nearly 
six miles a second. 

Tlie Milky Way will be seen appear- 
ing above tlie ground between the two 
Dog stars in the southeast, and envelop- 
ing the beautiful Gnpella directly over-

Leo or,- the Sickle may be seen now 
entering the early evening sky for the 
•first time this winter, while between 
Gemini or Leo there lies the strange 
faint, little constellation Cancer, the 
faintest of all the groups of the Zodiac, 
through which the Chaldeans supposed 
that the souls of men descended from 
heaven into human bodies. Southeast 
of Orion is tlie Greater Dog star Sirius, 
a star which appears to us to be the 
most brilliant of all the stars of the 
sky. although actually it is not remark- 
ably bright. Its great brilliance is 
caused partly by itt> comparative near- 
ness to us, only two or three others hay- 
ing, so fur as is yet known, a smaller 
distance. The star is about three times 
as large as our pun anil it is forty

head. The point in which it meets the 
ground in the northwest in marked by 
the beautiful Northern Cross, which is 



now just beginning to disappear, to be 
seen no more until next May. 

Just below Orion may be traced out 
the two delicate, little known, constella- 
tions of Lepus or the Hare, and Colum- 
bia or the Dove. The first of these is 
supposed to be Hoeing from tlie hunter 
directly above, while the second is the 
dove set free by Noah, the ark being 
tlie small group of stars in the .Milky 
Way to the east of Canis Major. The 
two highest stars of Lepus at A and hi 
are two beautiful doubles, while that :it 
C is triple. At the point D, almost in a 
straight line with A and C, there will be 
found a celebrated crimson star. This 
is described as looking like a drop of 
blood on u black held; its brightness 
varies in a very irregular manner from 
the (> magnitude to the SHj magnitude, 
tlie complete period being about 438 
days. 

Besides those the observer should not 
fail to examine the cluster at 1', nor tlie 
sextuple star at N, enveloped by the 
magnificent Nebula of Orion. 

The Planets 

The very rapid eastward motion of 
Mars still continues so that it will re- 
main well visible throughout the entire 
mouth. It is too low down in the west, 
however, and too far away from us for 
the markings on the disc to lie made out, 
or for the two moons to be seen. In the 
telescope the planet now appears very 
far from round, resembling tlie moon 
when about four days from full. 

Saturn is an excellent object for ob- 
servation in the early evening; it doen 
not set until half-past eight, and as 
the stars are clearly visible in mid-win- 
ter by ."i o'clock it'niny be well examined 
for two or three hours after sunset. The 



rings are now slowly closing up because 
we are moving toward a position from 
which we view them edgewise. This 
narrowing will continue until June 0th; 
when their width will appear to be but 
one 20th of their length, after which 
they will liecin to open out again, but 
we will not view them exactly edgewise 
this year. During January their appar- 
ent width will decrease from 1-Uth to 
1-llth of their length. 

The- planet Neptcio is in tlie constel- 
lation Gemini, directly below tlie bright, 
star E, Fig. 1, and east of the pair of 
stars at It. To enable the possessor 
of a small telescope to find this little 
body, the portion of the sky below E is 
shown enlarged in Fig. '-!. The planet 
will bo seen us a faint, greenish, 8th 
magnitude star u little to the west of 
the yellowish star K. Neptune is a 
great world, ;j(i,(JI)() miles in diameter, 
moving slowly, and majestically about 
the sun at tlie inconceivably great dis- 
tance of 2,800 millions of miles. Viewed 
from this enormous distance Mercury, 
Venus, tlie Earth and Mars would be so 
close to our sun as to remain forever in- 
visible, while the sun itself would look 
like a point of light and could only be 
discovered to have a disc witli the aid 
of n telescope. Like Jupiter and Saturn 
Neotune is excedingly light, a cubic 
font of Neptune weighing but l-5th as 
much as a cubic foot of the earth, from 
which it is supposed that the planet is 
still intensely hot and in a gaseous or 
vaporized state. It will be remembered 
that Neptune was discovered by its pull 
on the planet Uranus, and that its size 
and po.sition in tlie sky were known with 
perfect accuracy before- it had even been 
discovered with the telescope. There is 
some evidence that the motion of Nep- 
tune is being similarly disturbed by a 
still more distant planet, but Neptune 
moves so very slowly, its year being 104 
of our years long, that this question can- 
not be thoroughly investigated for some 
time to come, if another body is there, 
there is not the slightest doubt that it 
will some day be discovered mathemati- 
cally, just US Neptune bus been, unless, 
indeed, it is accideillly picked up with 
the telescope. For this far distant world 
whose journey around the sun may oc- 
cupy centuries, the appropriate name 
Chronos or the Timekeeper has been 
suggested. 

The stars marked D. iu Fig. 2, are 
beautiful double stars; the one marked 
T is a triple and also varies in bright- 
ness about one whole magnitude every 
ten days. 

The planet Jupiter is stiil in Taurus, 
between the Hyades and the Pleiades. 
Its westward motion among the stars 
will cease the 24tll of the month and it 
will begin to move slowly eastward 
again. This planet is now tlie most in- 
teresting object in tlie sky to the owner 
of a small telescope. Tlie rose tinted 
hands lying nearly parallel to the equa- 
tor and the great variety of irregular 
markings are plainly visible and will be 
seen rapidly shifting their positions tis 
the planet turns on its axis. Near the 
planet there will lie detected four little 
points of light which arc the four bright- 
est moons of Jupiter, and these too, will 
he seen constantly altering their posl- 
itons us the hours go by. The swiftly 
turning planet with its retinue of satel- 
lites is one of tlie most beautiful nud in- 
teresting of all the objects iu the hea- 
vens. 

The moons of Jupiter frequently pass 
behind the planet and disappear from 
view. Since Jupiter shines merely by 
reflected sunlight, just as our moon does, 
it i* attended by an enormous conical 
shadow stretching out into space direct- 
ly away from the sun;. The motion of 
the moons frequently carries t Item into 
this shadow nud they are then eclipsed.. 
Fig. 1 shows on the proper scale this 
shallow with the orbits 6E the. moons of 
the planet. Oil nea ly every night of 
this month one or mure moons may be 
seen to be eclipsed by passing into the 
shadow. It was from these eclipses that

the velocity of light wad discovered hy 
the Danish astronomer Itoemer in l(>7. r >, 
Since the earth moves about the sun in 
on orbit 185 millions of miles in diame- 
ter it. follows .that our distance from 
Jupiter varies by just this amount. Now 
it is noticed that when we are nearest 
the planet the eclipses of his moons oc- 
cur 8m IDs early, and when we arc 
farthest away just Sm IDs late. As we 
draw near the planet the eclipses occur 
urlier and earlier and as we recede they

The New Comet 

On November 17 a bright new comet 
wns discovered hy Dr. Sohaer of Geneva 
Switzerland. It was then within four 
degrees of the North Pole of the hea-

veiiM, and in extraordinary rapid motion, 
so that by Dec. -Itli it hud passed entire- 
ly across the sky to a point below the 
equator. The path of this body between 
November 17th and December 4th is 
shown in Fig. I. It was a small, round, 
woolly object without any tail, which 
bad passed around the sun on October 
18th, and is now rapidly receding from 
us. Unfortunately at the time this 
paper is written (December 4th), its 
motion during January cannot he pre- 
dicted.

Causene of Local House During 
the Past Week by an 
Onlooker. 



Preconceived notions are frequently 
wrong-, and a week's observation of 
the proceedings of the legislative as- 
sembly has convinced a looker on that, 
in common With many outsiders, lie 
lias formed erroneous Ideas willi re- 
. spect to its methods and work. Up- 
country papers, keen for news, get 
wind of every incident that is at all 
out of the ordinary, or that, promises 
a little .sensation. Thus matters of 
no moment or influence in their rela- 
tion to legislative acts are magnified 
into undue importance and over- 
shadow the more serious work of the 
session. 

Tlie personal appearance, the 
idiosyncrasies, the habits, the little 
"breaks" of members are noted and 
(lashed over the wires for the delecta- 
tion of their constituents. The pres- 
ence and purpose of lobbyists is a 
favorite theme for discussion, and It is 
a barren session indeed which does not 
yield three or four scares when great 
corporations, or speculative syndicates, 
or unprincipled (grafters are said to be 
holding uii the government and by 
direst tip-eats endeavoring to extort 
the balance of the public domain as a 
subsidy for something or other. 

When these somewhat hackneyed 
topics are worn threadbare, country 
papers have, by some mysterious means 
'been furnished with stories of cabals 
and enves which threatened to result 
in tlie momentary overthrow of the 
government, Which would be caught 
napblng and be put down and out 
before tlie ministers knew where they 
were. All tills may have the prover- 
bial modicum of truth, but lift per cent, 
is just tlie airy persiflage with which 
idle rumor tickles the ears of ground- 
lings, or the penurious penny-a-liner 
'ekes out an all too Wagnerian liveli- 
hood. 

Caucus and Committee 

The tyro who assimilates these 
Is a business machine which lias re- 
cured the grain on which tlie press 
gallery feeds is missing a feast. The 
British Columbia legislative assembly 
is a business machine which ha re- 
duced its work to the limits of an 
economic science. It economizes time 
by holding short, sessions, but the work 
transacted In the House is so thor- 
oughly prepared in caucus and com- 
mittee that it Is disposed of with the 
absolute minimum of friction and 
delay. So admirable are the thousand 
and one rules and regulations of the 
House governing everything trtat can 
bo said and done, and so thoroughly 



posted is Mr. Speaker Pooley that 
there is no room for irregularity, and 
no possibility of evading tlie toll-gale. 

This was well illustrated on the 
opening day of the session, when Mr. 
Hawthornthwaite twice tried to bring 
in a notice of his Women's Suffrage 
bill, only to find that witli Mr. Pooley 
in the chair tlie inexorable rules were 
like the laws of the Medes and the 
Persians. All this may be a little 
disconcerting to Impetuous legislators, 
but it is an immense advantage to the 
House and enables every member to 
know what business will be transacted 
several days ahead; it also guards 
against surprises. 

The system, however, like every 
other devised by human intellects, has 
its limitations, as for Instance on 
Thursday, when the debate on the 
address came to an abrupt conclusion

It would not be fair to dismiss tlie 
subject of procedure without paying a 
well-earned meed of praise to the print- 
ing department, hi ettlciently adminis- 
tered by Colonel Wolfondon. Every 
notice and record is promptly on bund 
when required and the courtesies mi un- 
grudgingly extended to the press are an 
admirable supplement to tho excellent 
service on the floor of the house and si 
fill' to enable accurate reports of the 
proceedings to bo procured. 

Another striking feature is the absence 
of oratory. All speaking, even that of 
the most able debnter* is devoid of rhe- 
torical finish ni llourish, without action 
or passion, and moulded on the strict 
business lines which were first laid down 
thirty years ago by Mr. Chamberlain.

Its 
branches extend throughout the province, 
unit It numbers among Its members many 
persons who are prominent In public nud 
social life. It Is a non-iiolltlcal organiza- 
tion, and Its inn I it object— opart from fra- 
ternal features— Is to cherish la the hearts 
ami minds of native-born British Colum- 
bians a proper sentiment nail appreciation 
nf the work accomplished hy the early 
pioneers who came here when the province 
was a .ast wilderness. 

Since the society was organized some 
eight years ago, much has been done - 111 
that direction by the collection of histori- 
cal data and relics which are valuable 
ami extremely Interesting. Lively discus- 
sions frequently take place between the 
mewbprg as to facts and hiclilents of the 
early days, ami in that way the native 
horn derive much knowledge as to the cor- 
rect history of the province. 

An unique feature of the society Is that 
tlie officers are designated by the name 
of factum, taking their titles after the 
former oflieial names of tlie heads of the 
Hudson's Hay Company, while the lodges 
throughout the proviuee me failed "posts," 
deriving tin. name from the same pioneer 
corporation. 

Tho, qualifications of one desiring to be- 
come a member of tlie order Is that he ho 
of good moral character and born with- 
in tlie confines of British Columbia. The 
Initiation service is peculiarly Instructive 
and Impressive, following closely on his- 
toric lines. Much good has been accom- 
plished towards tlie advancement, eleva- 
tion anil general welfare of the sons of 
pioneers, who never fail to receive assist- 
ance from tlie .society when In need. Al- 
though tlie organization is strictly n pro- 
vincial product, yet one of the chief 
theories of its members Is that: no coun- 
try can grow great from within; it must, 
In order to lie great, grow from without, 
and conseipiently it is desirable that Im- 
migration should he encouraged and stim- 
ulated. In order to roster this Idea, the 
Native Sons give n dance each year, lit 
which they desire the attendance of those 
who are new-comers and non-members of 
the order. This event brings the old- 
tliners together, and goes a long way to- 
wards bringing strangers in touch with 
the older residents of the province. 

This yenr's hall will he held In the As- 
sembly rooms on February -'; many peo- 
ple from out of town intend to lie pres- 
ent, and no doubt the dance will take the 
form of a Jolly re-nnlon. Special prep- 
arations -have been made for those who do

STORMS IN THE EAST. 

Chicago Experiences One of the Worst 
Tie-ups in Its ' History. 

Chicago, Jan. 22.— A severe storm of 
alternating rain and sleet and snow 
•which commenced just before midnight 
last night caused one of the worst tie- 
ups this city lias known ill many years. 
Hut few telegraph wires were Working 
out of the city today in any direction. 
There being no communication whatever 
with the east. Inside the city the tel- 
ephone communication was badly crip- 
pled street car lines were almost out 
of commission. The elevated roads 
were still greater sufferers. Many pas- 
-sensors on the Aurora line were com- 
pelled to remain all night in the depots 
when the road ceased operations on 
account of the storm. Large commis- 
sion brokerage houses which ordinarily 
Ulse from 20 to 30 wires leading to all 
parts of the country were unable to send 
u message to anywhere) and were with- 
out advices from other parts of the 
country ■ 

Storm Moving Eastward 

The weather bureau announced that 
the storm was moving slowly eastward 
with the center just north of Indiana- 
polis. It was predicted that the area 
of the low barometer would surely move 
eastward, although the precipitation 
might he expected in this section for an- 
other 2-i hours. The railways seem to 
lie in a better condition lo contend 
against the sleet and snow than the 
electric lines which were at times dur- 
ing the day in desperate straits. On 
some of the h'nes. ruunhi g^ onst from, 
here hundreds of miles of railroad- wires' 
Were down and the despatches were 
having a trying time in moving trains 
in the outlying sections of the city to 
enable people to reach their places of 
employment. The great steel mills lit 
•South Chicago were barely able to mus- 
ter enough men to operate- all of their 
departments early in the day and for 
some time some of them were closed 
down.

Vanderbllt, William C. Whitney and 
other prominent financiers. Many of 
these loans were never repaid, so far 
us Col. Mann could recall, and others 
were paid In stock of Town Topics at 
$1,000 a share. The largest single 
loan was obtained from James R. 
Keene, who loaned the Town Topics 
editor $90,000; from W. K. Vanderbllt 
Col. Mann obtained $25,000, from J. P. 
Morgan $25,000, from W. C. Whitney 
$10,000, from Col. C. P. Huntington 
$5,000 and from John W. Gates $20,000, 
Charles M. Schwab $10,000 and Thomas 
P. Ryan $10,000. 

When Col. Mann testified that many 
of these loans were paid in Town 
Topics stock at $1,000 a share, James 
W. Osborne, counsel for Mr. Hapgood, 
asked If the par value of the stock 
was not $10 per share. Col. Mann 
replied that it was. 

Expensive Fads and Fancies 
A contract was produced showing 
that $2,500 was paid by William J. 
White of Cleveland for a subscription 
to Fads and Fancies, the society blue 
book whlqji was issued under Col. 
Mann's direction. Mr. White's name 
was not in this book, and Col. Mann 
was asked why Col. White paid the 
money. He replied that he did not 
know, and "that, learning that Mr. 
White was it prominent Cleveland man, 
he had approved his subscription. The 
price of a subscription to "Fads and 
Fancies" was $1,500, and Col. Mann 
wtis asked what Mr. White paid the 
extra $1,000 for. 

"He wanted four pages Instead of | 
two," Col. Mann replied. 

Col. Mann's dealings with United 
States Senator W. A. Clark of Mon- 
tana were taken up by Mr. Osborne. 
The witness said he never received 
any money from the senator. 

"There was a series of articles about 
members of his family?" Mr. Osborne 
asked. 

"I am not aware of it," said Col.

"That series was stopped and you 
became friendly with Senator Clark?"

"How did you become- friendly with 
him without money?"

The four masted schooner M. Turner 
which was, rescued from a most danger- 
ous position off the southeast eud of 
Bnnsby island in the Barrier reel's near 
Kyuquot in a maimer which reflects 
great credit on the steamship of the 
resellers, will he libeled for salvage by 
the (\ 1". It. COUipany if the vessel dois 
not sail from llu' harbor in , which she 
was moored when the Queen City left 
before a representative of the Admiral 
ty court can take charge. The solid 
tors of the company were working on 
the chseVesterday. Cnpt. Troup, man- 
ager of the company was asked what 
amount of salvage would be claimed, 
but he was unwilling to state the parti- 
culars of the claim. 

The Queen City on her return from 
the West coast on. Sunday reported 
that when enroute homeward from Quat- 
sino when Hearing Kyuquot, at which 
port no call was to have been made, 
the masts of the schooner wen- seen 
against the shoreline and when Capt. 
Townseml looked with 'bis glasses he 
.made out a four-uiqsted schooner, ob- 
viously in a dangerous position, for she 
was 

Within the Barrier Reefs 

and to reach the place in which she lay 
had gone through a regular network of 
small islands and reefs. The weather 
was then moderate with snow squalls; 
the glass was falling and bad weather 
seemed imminent. It was about I! p. m. 
when the schooner was sighted. Unable 
to accomplish anything before darkness 
came it was impossible to go through 
the reel's at night without being wrecked 
—the Queen City ran into Kyuquot har- 
bor and anchored until daylight, when 
she worked her way through the archi- 
pelago of the Harrier reef tu the schoon- 
er. 

It was found that the vessel was the 
four-masted lumber schooner &L Turner 
of San Francisco, which had her head 
sails and jib split by a gale encountered 
some days before off Cape Flattery, it 
was seen that the Turner was lying to 
an anchor, with about 20 fathoms of 
chain, about 000 feet from the rocks at 
southeast of the north island on the 
Bnnsby islands with her bow to the isl- 
and. The vessel was in a most dan- 
gerous position and in the event of a 
storm would have, doubtless, met. with 
disaster. Capt. Peterson shouted 
through his megaphone for assistance 
as soon as the Queen City eame within 
hniling distance, asking to be towed to 
sea. . 

He came on board the Queen City 
and reported he was on a voyage from 
San Francisco to Puget Sound, having 
left the Golden Gate on January 7th. 
He was off Cape Flattery on January 
l.'ith and encountered a heavy south- 
east gale in which ' 

Her Sails Were Split 
and she drifted northward into the Har- 
rier reef. Disaster seemed imminent 
on January 17th when Capt. Peterson 
sighted the breakers. There was but 
one chance to save the vessel from go- 
ing ashore, a slim chance. Capt. Peter- 
son took it and saiied in through 
the reefs for six miles fortunately es- 
caping disaster and skirting a large 
number of rocks, some of which arc un- 
charted. He brought up within feet 
of the rocks of Bunsby island ami 
there he lay, witli his sails split, in dan- 
ger of going on the rocks and break- 
ing up witli the first heavy breeze from 
the southeast. 

The schooner discovered by Indians 
soon after she anchored, according to 
advices from the Kyuquot correspon- 
dent of the Colonist, who writes as 
follows: On January 17th the Indians 



reported a four-masted schooner going 
ashore near Checklctz, about nine miles 
west, of Kyuquot, and I went in a canoe 
at once with some Indians and found 
her anchored off Malaspina inlet. iSlie 
was the 81. Turner of .San Francisco. 
About three o'clock the same day the 
Queen City was coining into Kyu- 
quot from Quntsino when she sighted 
the vessel. Next day the 8th, the 
Queen City came in with her in tow, 
She 'is repairing her rigging in Kyuquot 
preparatory lo going to sea." 

Schooner's Dangerous Position 

When the Queen City got si line on 
Mie endangered schooner those on IllO 
81. Turner lifted the anchor which was 
hove short and il was found' to have 
been fouled with the chain wound 
about it. It would not have held well 
if tlie wind had freshened, and, in any 
event, if lifted the vessel would have' 
gone ashore unless some steamer had 
come to her assistance. Capt. Peterson 
nsked Capt. Townseud lo low him to 
sea, and the Queen City prepared to do 
so, but the crew of the schooner muti- 
nied, refusing to put to sea without the 
sails repaired. As soon as the steatn<» 
started to tow they could be seen all 
shaking their lists about the captain 
and he then shouted, asking to be tpwed 
to a safe anchorage. The Queen City, 
accordingly took him out through the 
reefs, and into Klnnm'nich harbor, 
whore the vessel was left in a safe an- 
chorage, and when t'ae Queen City left 
was repairing her sails, preparatory to 
going to sea. 

If the vessel does not put out before 
the Queen City arrives on her present 
voyage— she left last night— the schooner 
will he libeled for salvage- on account 
of the services rendered by the Queen 
City. It is estimated the schooner, 
which is a new vessel, is worth about 
¥0(1,(1(10.

roughly, $100,000. , , - Our first shipment 
was the result of -il little over three 
weeks' run and has been most satis- 
factory. We, are now smelting at Had, 
ley, Prince of Wales Island, an average 
of ,'!U() tons per day and since the blow- 
ing-in of (he smelter everything has run 
very smoothly." 

•Besides the matte the Henrietta 
brought down 400 tons of Minnie ore 
carrying 8 to 4 per tent, copper and 44 
■per cent, iron for the smelter at Orofton. 
and on her return trip will take North 
to the Alaska smelter at Hadley Britan- 
nia ore. 

Other 'Sources of Ore Supply 

for the. northern smelter are obtained 
from the Minnie mine, owned by tie' 
Brown-Alaska Co., which works in con- 
junction with the Alaska Smelting A- He- 
fining Co., the Stevenson mine, owned 
by the Hadley Consolidated Company of 
which Sam Silverman is the largest 
owner, from the Cracker Jack mine, a 
gold proposition, and the Ellamnr mine, 
on Prince William Sound. An arrange- 
ment is In effect between Mr. Johnson'* 
company and the Britannia people tor 
an exchange of ore. 

Mr. Johnson, it .would appear, lias 
scored another smelter success in the 
North. Before going to Greenwood In 
the summer of 180!) to build the reduc- 
tion works of the British Columbia Cop- 
per Co. at that city he was in charge 
of the Hall Mines smelter at Nelson, 
which plant he was instrumental in 
bring upto-to-date.

Steanier Tees will probably be placed 
on the West Const route after the begin- 
ning of the month when trie steamer 
Princess Beatrice will ho withdrawn 
from the Victoria-Seattle route to be 
j replaced by tlm steamer Whatcom of 
the Alaska Steamship Co., in consequence 
of an agreement with that com- 
pany. The Queen City which re- 
lumed from an adventurous cruise be- 
tween tit ics port and Quatsino oh the 
West Coast route on Sunday with n 
full cargo, mostly of whale products 
from the Sceluut whaling station, and 
left again last night for Capo Scott and 
way ports with a full cargo, lias been 
found small for the increasing demands 
of the West Const route. To accommo- 
date the demand for freight space the 
steamer Otter which leaves today for 
New Westminster to replace the steamer 
'Channel-, now being tied up, will leave 
for Seehart and Barkley Sound ports on 
her return from the , Fraser, carrying 
coal, barrels, etc, for the whaling sta- 
I ion. 

The Tees was on the West Coast 
I'OUto some years ago and would be wel- 
comed on that run, even as she is on the 
Naas anil war ports route in which she 
is now engaged. With the growing in- 
dustries at Clnyoquot, where a wharf a 
mile long is being built by the sawmill 
company which is installing n mill, equal 
in size of any on the const, at Masuuito 
Harbor, and the demands of the whal- 
ing station, the Queen City is having dif- 
ficulty in handling nil the freight being 
offered. 

On her last trip the. Queen City stood 
by the whaling steamer Orion in Bark- 
ley 'SoUtid and the passengers were given 
an opportunity of witnessing the unique 
spectacle of the steam whaler at work. 
When the Queen City approached (lie 
Orion she had just fastened a harpoon 
in a whale and ;l second harpoon was 
being firer?from the cannon on the little 
whaling vessel's how.

(ieorge Scott of the cable station at 
Bnmfiold Creek, gave birth to a daugh- 
ter as the steamer was entering Victoria 
harbor. Dr, McLean of Ucluelet was 
nn board and attended Mrs. Scott, who 
was removed to the hospital on the ar- 
rival of the steamer.

□e Made 



The n!c.kel-i>n-the-slot machine has 
Kone from the counter of the cigar 
store and is not in its wonted place nt 
the corner . of trie saloon bar. When 
the new mayor issued his first bulletin 
to Chief ot" Police John M. Langley, 
ordering the ■suppression of all gam- 
bling-, the constables at once made the 
rounds, warning all and sundry that 
wherever there had been gambling it 
must now be stopped or those who 
gambled would have to take the conse- 
quences. 

On Sunday the sergeants and con- 
stables of the police force again went 
the rounds of the saloons and cigar 
slores, notifying the proprietors that 



the slot machines were also tabooed 
when they were played for money. 
The dice box, which formerly reposed 
behind the bar so that customers could 
gamble with the bartender for drinks 
has also passed away. 

Sunday closing of saloons will 
next considered, and other change 
mooted. His Worship Mayor Morley 
is tpioted as stating he intended to put 
down gambling, but everything could 
not be done in a day. Hhe said: 

"I have given instructions to the 
chief of police on the subject and he is 
carrying them out. I have not heard 
that any arrests have been made ta 
this connection or that any sum- 
monses have been Issued, but am glad 
to learn that a decided change is 
already apparent. U Is my Intention 
to put down gambling as much as 
possible, throughout the city as well as 
in Chinatown.

Tlio following telegram was received 
by Captain Gaudin: 

Cape Beale, 3:30 p. in. 

"Steamer Varencta ashore in bad 
place. About no people on board. 
Rush assistance. Six men have just 
reached here. Between 50 and CO 
drowned. 

The steamer Valencia of San Fran- 
Cisco en route from San Francisco to 
Victoria, and due here Monday night, 
ran ashore on the Vancouver Island 
coast between Cape Beale and Car- 
manah in a bad place, with one hun- 
dred passengers on board. Between 50 
and 60 were drowned. 

The first news of the disaster came 
in a message received from Lighthouse 
keeper Paterson at Cape Beale, by 
Capt. Gaudin, agent of Marine and 
Fisheries. Tills message read : 

"A steamer has been wrecked. About 
one hundred drowned. Nine have 
reached the telegraph hut. Will wire 
particulars later." 

A subsequent message received soon 
afterward from the lighthouse keeper 
said: 

"Steamer Valencia is ashore in a bad 
place. About 100 people on board. Be- 
twen fifty and sixty were drowned. 
Rush assistance. Six men have ar- 
rived here." 

The Valencia is the steamer which 
replaced the steamer City of Puebla on 
the San Francisco route. She left San 
Francisco on Saturday morning for 
Victoria. 



Cape Beale, 4:20 p. m. 
The Pacific Coast steamer Valencia, 
Captain Johnson, from San Francisco 
bound to Puget Sound with ninety-four 
passengers and about sixty of a crew, 
went ashore about ten miles east of . 
Cape Beale In a thick fog about 12 
o'clock last night. She is on the rocks 
against a high cliff and is likely to go 
to pieces at any time. One boat's crew 
of six men reached here about 3 p. m. 
today. They say that a great number 
were drowned In trying to leave the 
ship. Nine men got ashore about 15 
miles from here. Two men are pris- 
oners on the face of the cliff, and can- 
not get up or back to the ship. The . 
sea will likely reach them when the 
tide is high. The men report some 
very pathetic scenes. One lady drop- 
ped her child in the sea in trying to 
hand It to her husband. A little boy 
of five years is running around the ' 
deck trying to find his mother who is 
among the drowned. ' There Is still 
about one hundred and twenty-five per. 
sons on the ship with almost certain 
death startag them in the face.
